A film was screened,for the au- 
dience, which showed many of the 
stadiums in this country, from 


which plans were being derived, 
and also show plans and models 
of the proposed Wilmington facil ity

There will be two structures, 
Green sald, the stadium, capable 
of seating 50 to 55 thousand people 
and the arena, which would seat 
18 to 20 thousand, 

‘The arena, Green said, wouldbe 
the biggest in the world - bigger 
that the new Madison Square Gar- 
den, in New York, which will soon 
be ready to be opened, 

The stadium will not have a re+ 
tretable roof, as originally spe- 
ecified, Green said, The cost would 
be too great, and there would be too 
long a construction period, 

Many months of research had 
gone into the planning of the sta~ 
dium, Green said, and the decision 
was to have a crescent shaped 
Stadium, in which about 70% of the 
Seats would be protected from the 
weather, The crescent shape would 
give ultimate seating around home 
Plate, and for football games the 
50 yard line would run from the 
site of home plate to the site of 
second base. 

The Wilmington stadium isbeing 
planned to be the finest anywhere, 
Mr Green said. Fans will have 
their choice of elevators, escala~ 
tors, or broad walking ramps, 
There will be two restaraunts, one 
with 1000 seats, and the other with 
250, There would be 20 to 25 
conveniently located refreshment 
stands, there will also be a high 
degree of toilet facilities, 

Additional seats for football, will 
be available in center field. The 
Seats will be constructedona mech 
anized plan, to move out from under 
the bleachers in a very brieftime, 
The idea is to eliminate the heavy 
handling of bleachers, common in 
other stadiums, Green said, 

There will be press, radio and 
television sky view boxes, and they 
will be so designed as to serve both 
baseball and football games, 

All seats will give a perfect view 
of the stadium. Construction will 
be such asto eliminate the columns 
that usually obstruct the viewpoint

An unusual feature of the stadium 
will be that there will be facilities 
under the stadium for the parking 
of 200 buses. Fans will be able 
to unload almost at their seats, 


Wilmington 1s central 

The site of the stadium, in wil- 
mington, means that 80% of the pop- 
ulation of New England will be with- 
in two hours travelling time, Green 
said. He contrasted this with the 
Proposed site of the Boston Stadium 
where, he said, fans would have to 
‘Spend an additional halfhour in tra- 
velling time, 

It took longer to get to the pro- 
Posed site of the Boston Stadium 
from his office in Cambridge, than 
it took for him to get to the wil- 
mington site, Green said, And, he 
added, when Route 93 is completed, 
there will be agreater time factor. 

The confluence of Routes 93, 125 
and 495 makes Wilmington the best 
site in New England, Green de- 
clared, 

He drew attention to the 84 acres 
he controls on Ballardvale Street, 
where there would be ample room 
for parking, and contrasted this to 
the site in Boston where it {s pro- 
Posed to build a stadium, 

The Boston site was put at 18 
acres. The stadium, Green Said, 
would cover 14 or 15 acres, and 
this would leave only a small area 
around the complex for Sidewalks, 
ete, 

The arena would require taree 
or four acres more, and there are 
plans for a huge garage, 

Green said that it was ‘just too 
illogical’ to believe it could be done 


Finances 

Green told his audience that the 
financing of the Stadium had not yet 
been completed, 

There would be ‘absolutely no 
Problem’ he believed, He said that 
he had already received an offer 
of $8 million for radio-television 
and concessionaire rights, He said 
he had already spend ‘hundreds of, 
thousands’ of dollars, and, in ans- 
wer to another questions, said that 
the $34 million construction cost 
did not Include the price of the land. 

Green was confident that once the 
stadium became a reality the Bos- 
ton teams would be playing there, 
He had been talking with the Na- 
tional Football League, and was con 
fident that Boston would have a 
franchise in the league by 1968, 
New England, he said, was one of 
the heaviést markets for radio and 
television sports broadcasts, 

The stadium would serve many 
other purposes, Green told his au- 
fence. It would serve conventions, 
circuses, rodeos, and other events 
which he was not at liberty to 
discuss, 

He was confident that there would 
be a northern terminus for the 
MBTA at the stadium site, and this,

Gillis told the Selectmen that he 
would like to see the eight lots, and 
an acre of town owned land to the 
eastward, at Martin’s Brook, com- 
bined into a playground, where 
there could also be winter skating. 

Mrs Drew asked where he was 
going to get the money. 

Gillis responded that the thinking 
in the town is changing, and that 
taxpayers were now more willing 
to appropriate money for recrea~ 
tional purposes. 


Double Signs 

Gillis finished his session with 
the Selectmen in a vehement com- 
plaint concerning a commiunique he 
had just received from the Build- 
ing Inspector. 

The Planning Board, he said, 
had reported a ‘double placard’ 
type of sign along Main Street, to 
the Building Inspector, for action 
by that gentlemen, In response, 
Gillis said, the Board received a 
note saying that there was no evi- 
dence of such a sign on Main St, 
‘?'m fed up with this kind of thing!’ 
Gillis said, 

Chairman Bender suggested that 
Mr Gillis take up the sign viola~ 
tion with the Town Counsel. 


Reading Light 

Selectman Lloyd Bender report- 
ed a developing ‘impasse’ between 
Reading Light officials and the 
joint efforts of the North Reading, 
Lynnfield and Wilmington Boards 
of Selectmen. He was talking of 
the efforts of the three boards to 
discuss electric power and costs 
for the three towns, 

Last week, Bender reported, the 
Reading light officials refused to 
meet with the three boards at the 
Lynnfield Town Hall, but instead 
invited them to meet on May 18 
at the Reading Light Building. 

The ?_ .nfield and North Reading 
Selectme. have taken the position 
that their request and invitation 
were reasonable, Bender reported, 
They need not have to goto Reading 

In further telephone communica- 
tions, he said, the Reading Light 
officials have indicated that they 
will not meet with any members 
of the Power Study Committes, 
but only with Selectmen, Also 
they are asking that the delega- 
tions be limited to nine persons, 

Selectman Niles said he hated 
to see a ‘blocking off’ of all com- 
munications with the Reading Light 
by a refusal to meet in Reading, 

He pointed out that the law re- 
quires that power companies ne- 
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gotiate rates with local selectmen, 
In order to ‘keep the pressure on’ 
Niles suggested that the Town 

Counsels of the three towns draw 
up a letter for the Reading Light 
Company, on the legal right of the 
Selectmen to negotiate with them, 
and that the Chairmen of the three 
boards, and the Town Counsels 
deliver the letters to the Reading 
Light officials, at the proposed 
Wednesday night meeting in Read- 
ing. The other selectmen and the 
Power Study Committees could 
meet in Lynnfield Wednesday even- 
ing, Niles suggested, toawait word 
from the chairmen, 

Miceli protested sending only the 
chairmen of the boards tothe Rea- 
ding Light. He said he would like 
to go along, 

Bender said it would prove no- 
thing to have an extra Selectman 
along. Miceli insisted, saying he 
would like to go along for his own 
information, and reminded the 
other members of the ‘people who 
had elected me’, 

Niles moved that the delegation 
be limited to the three Chairmen 
and the three Town Counsels, The 
motion passed, with only Miceli 
voting against it, 

Miceli then said that he was dis- 
turbed because it seemed to him 
that the board was relinquishing all 
of its power to the chairman, 

Bender asked Miceli if he was 
through with his speeches, Miceli 
replied ‘It’s not a speech, it’s a 
fact!’ 

‘Not Really!’ said Bender,
